STATE DEFICIT 
ONLY APP 


Says Gov, Smith level Capt 
Park's Intervibw 


Governor Declares State Treasury 
Will Not Be in Worse Shape 
Next Jely Than Two Years 
Ago—Expects More Ralil- 
road Tax Meney. 


The estimate of the state treasurer 
that there will be a deficit of between 
$800,000 and &1,00v,000 on July Ist, 
next, which the incoming Brown ad- 
ministration must meet, is declared 
by Governor Smith to be more apparent 
than real. 

In an interview with State Treasurer 
Park, published in Sunday's Constitu- 
tion, it was stated taut the loss next 
year from the hire of convicts, amount- 
ing to $250,000, the loss of $240,000 in 
liquor revenue; the increase of $250,000 
in the appropriation for common 
schools; the appropriation of $77,000 for 
the eleven district agricultural schools, 
and a normal increase of $30,000, would 
result in a total deficit of over $847,000, 
and that the amount might reavn 
$1,000,000. . 

In discussing the metter 
Governor Smith stated that there were 
no good ‘grounds upon which to base 
such a prediction. He said that under 
the financial plan followed by (Georgia, 
appropriations for one year depend, in 
part, for payment upon taxes coallected 
in December of the same vear, and that 
next year will be no exception to this 
rule. 

In a signed statement given out yes- 
terday, the governor said: 

“The estimate in Sunday's Constitu- 
tion was based upon the theory that 
next year these items, by loss or iIn- 
crease of appropriation, would cause a 
deficit in the treasury of neariy 
$1,000,000 

“The first item will have no effec" 
on the treasury. The state loses notli- 
ing next year as compared to this vear 
from the hire of convicts. The convict 
hire this year did not go tinto the 
treasury to meet legislative appropria- 
tions. Part of the counties took the'r 
convicts and worked them upon tno 
roads. Part of the countles aid no 
take their convicts, and those counties 
not taking their convicts received their 
part each of the hire from the con- 
victs to be used according to the dire -- 
tion of the grand jury of each county, 
either for school purposes or for roaJd 
purposes or for both. 


Convict Item. 


after the first 
all of the convicts will probably be 
worked upon the roads. None of tne 
money from convict hire went into the 
treasury this year for general use, and 
the only difference next year will De 
that the counties In the state will use 
their convicts upon the roads in- 
stead of receiving money in lieu of 
their use, so’ that the $250,000 item 0° 
convict hire does not affect the con- 
dition of the treasury in any respect 
whatev 

“This year we lost $240,000 from 
liquor revenue, just as we will lose that 
sum next year, but we collected in 
1907 and 1908 nearly $600,000 more 
from ad valorem taxes of 1907 than 
we did in (906 and !907 for taxes of 
1906. This was due, in consideraDle 
part, to the fact that the assessmenis 
upon railroad and public service com- 
panies were increased last fall abovs 
the assessments made in 1906. 

“We will. during the tax collecting 
season of 1908 and [909 collect abou: 
$25.000 more from ad valorem taxes 
than we did during the tax collecting 
season of 1907-08 


Big Imcrease in Advalorem. 


“The statement upon which the de- 
ficit was predicted, omitted to call a‘t- 
tention to the large increase of reve- 
nue from ad valorem taxes which will 
be collected for 1908-09 over the 
amount colletced in 1906-07. ‘Lhe 
amount of increase will be btetween 
$610,000 and $620,00. 

“The item of appropriation for 
eleven district agricultural schools of 
$77,000. is not an appropriation tor 
next vear in excess of the appropria- 
tion for this year. The state paid 
$56,000 in 1907 towards the agricultural 
schools, and will pay about the same 
amount this year that is appropriated 
for next year. 

Commen School Appropriation. 


“The only one of the items whica 
applies to next year as an increasea 
charge upon the reventie fs the $250,000 
increase to the common schools. The 
appropriation for 1907 was $1,667,000. 
The appropriation for this year was 
$2,000,000. The appropriation for next 
year is $2,260,000. All the appropria- 
tions for this vear will be met, and 80 
far I have not been compelled to bor- 
row for the state but $50,000. ‘I'nhis 
aum is borrowed at 2 per cent interest, 
and will be paid back in December «ir 
January. 

Near Beer Revenue Engaged. 


“Tf the supreme court sustains tne 
tax upon substitutes for beer, we wil! 
have ample funds with which to handio 
the convict question, and they will 
prove no charge to the state. We wit 
have sufficient funds to provide a real 
reformatory and also to buy and han- 
die at least one large farm, perhaps 
two. 
‘We have been aided this year ‘n 
handling the finances of the state by 
reason of the fact that pensions are 
heing paid quarterly.

“The Traitor,” the dramatization of 
Thomas Dixon's novel by that name. 
a sequel to “The Clansman,” previously 
dramatized, was presented at the 
Grand last night for the first of 4 series 
of performances. The play was greeted 
by a very large and appreciative audi- 
ence, 


“Me Traitor” is a melodrama, pure | 


and simple, 
gripping as “The Clansman,”’ nor does 
the story thrill as did that. Ii is, per- 
haps, better’ than “ine Clansman,, in 
that the story is not so aepressing: 

“The Traitor’ is a story of 
“Kuklux Kian” as it was first oTgan- 
ized for the good of the south, to win 
the south back during the reconstruc- 
tion period- and of the other “clan 
which was urgamized for political pur- 
poses after the original klan had done 
its work and was disbanded. 

The book has been compressed by 
Channing Pollock, tne well-known play- 
wright, into four acts, The first is in- 
teresting, the second is more intense, 
the third contains the only surprise. 
an dthe fourth brings the finale with 
the expected climax where the hero is 
rewarded with the love of the daugh- 
ter of the federal judge; the villain 
gets his desserts, ond the audience goes 
out into the night discussing tie points 
of differemce between the book and the 
play. There was a great deal of differ- 
ence between the way the characters 
impressed the reader of the book and 
the way the characters in the play im- 
pressed the audience. 

In “The Traitor’ the actors who took 
the negro parts, with the exception of 
the leading man, “The Chief of the 
Klan.” and his Meutenant of the klan, 
oversiadowed the work of the others, 

The leading woman was, to use an 
old expression, “too utterly too too.” 
Her interpretatio nof the part was dif- 
ferent from what the reader had the 
right to expect.

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A STATE DEFICIT AND A PUBLIC DUTY. 

With a deficit in the state treasury approximating $1,000,008, the next ad- 
ministration will be confronted by the most serious financial situation known 
in the last quarter century. 

This does not include an actnal deficit which came into existence with 

the creation of the common school system and which has been tided over 
from year‘to year by delayed payments to the school teachers. 
_ df the state were called upon next year to meet all of its obligations, 
pees ene catching up with the school fund and inauguration of a system of 
timely payment of all the teachers, it would require the raising of a fund 
of at least $1,500,000, in addition to its current iacome. 

But it is with the new deficit, brought about by recent conditions, and 
which, as State Treasurer R. E. Park shows, will, at lowest estimate, ag- 
Sregate $847,000, that there must be most serious concern, because there is 
no way in which to meet it, even by a shiftless, “kiting” system ef finance 
in the employment of which the state has already reached its limit. 

This $847,000 represents cash either taken out of the state’s income or 
added to its expenses, by legislation of the past twelve months. 

This is not a sttuation which the state has been carrying along for years; 
it is an emergency. ! 

More than that, it is an emergency for which temporary expedient will 
not suffice, fer the state had already reached a point where it was living up 
te its income, so that the increased expenditures following upon the less of 
more than haif a million, creates a deficit that will became permanent from 
year to year, until steps are taken to meet it. 

A quarter of a million of this income was wiped out by the prohibition 
law. The state still has the whisky, but not the revenue. 

Another quarter of a million or more went with the abolition.of the con- 
vict lease system, a wise and proper step, but-one which, nevertheless, leaves 
a financial problem that must be solved. 

A third quarter of a million has been added by appropriation to the state 
school fund for 19@9, and the balance is represented in apprepriations made 
to the state agricultural college and the district agricultural schools. 

No one questions the wisdom or justice of these latter appropriations. 
Progress and the demands upon these institutions necessitated them: there 
can be no going backward here. 

In fact, it is not apparent where the state can safely or wisely reduce 
any of its expenditures save in the one feature of coming to biennial legisla- 
tive sessions, which, at best, will help to the extent of $40,008 annually. 

The next state administration must face the fact that legislation and cen- 
Sitiong have brought about a situation wherein the state’s annual income is 
Close to $1,000,000 less than its yearly outgo. 

Something must be dene to fill up the gap, but what? 

The state has but one source of variable income and that is taxation, ad

Taxes on. $400,000,000 Worth 
of Property. 

Loulsvifie, Ky., November 16.---County 
teed Arihbur Peter today handed down 
an opinion in the long standing ‘litiga- 
tion of the commonwealth against the 
Southern Pacific Company, involving 
taxes on $300,000,000 worth of property. 
Judge Peter decides in the cases for 
taxes for 1907 and 1908 that the fran- 
fax assessed by the siate board 
of valuation and assessment covers all 
the intangible property upon which the 
company must pay taxes in Kentucky, 
and that the county board of equaliza- 
tion cannot go back of that and assess 
intangible property. In short, the tax 
paid on the franchise covers ail the 
taxes collectible in this state except as 
to tangible property. On the second 
question Judge Peter holds that the 
steamships of the defendant company 
which are set oul by name in the suit, 
and which aggregate $8,000,000 in value, 

are taxable in Kentucky, 

Judge Petér cites authorities to sup- 
port his opinion that where steamships 
are not taxed at their actual situs, they 
must be taxed at the legal home of the 
corporation owning them. He says that 
the courts have made the law clear 
that “actual situs’ in this sense means 
the state in which the ships are ex-

Courts Say 2 Company May 
Demand Employment of 
Slot Machines. . 


> Seattle, Wash. September 3.—Judge 
Arthur BEB. Griffin, of the superior court, 
has just handed down an important 
decision which justifies a telephone 
company in removing its instruments, 
for which regular rental rates are paid, 
from places where the public has access 
to and free and unlimited use of the 
same, and the eubstitution for such in- 
etruments of nickel-in-the-slot  tele- 
phones. 

In the instance litigated, the Inde- 
pendent Telephone Company, of this 
city, had announced its determination 
to replace the regular telephone with a 
slot instrument, whereupon the sub- 
scriber obtained a temporary injunction 
restraining the action, the case being 
later argued before Judge Griffith. 

The telephone company represented 
that the telephone in question, placed 
in a drug store, has responded to an 
average of 179% calls per day, for 
which service the proprietor paid the 
regular business rate. It was shown 
that the average number of calls per 
Station on the entire system was 9.2 
per day, and that, on the baéis of the 
business done, the drug store telephone
